One  hundred  and  seventy-one  boys  from  the  Suffolk  School 
for  Boys  were  released  on  probation.

The  total  net  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  Children’s  Insti¬ 
tutions  Department  for  the  year  was  $229,704.84,  which, 
divided  among  the  whole  average  number  of  children  (1,507) 
makes  an  average  per  capita  expense  of  #152.42  for  the  year, 
or  $2.98  per  week. 

An  analysis  of  the  expenses  of  the  Placing-Out  and  Office 
Division,  and  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys,  is  given  in  Tables 
2b  to  2f,  inclusive. 

The  net  cost  of  the  Placing-Out  and  Office  Division,  with 
its  estimated  share  of  the  office  expenses  amounted  to 
$148,672.78.  This  includes  a  debit  of  $1,002.00  on  account  . 
of  the  decrease  in  the  inventory  of  clothing  on  hand  February 
1,  1920  from  the  inventory  of  the  year  previous. 

Of  this  amount,  $7,145.98  has  been  paid  for  the  board  of 
children  in  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  School  at  Canton,  the 
Massachusetts  State  Infirmary  and  the  Hospital  Cottages  for 
Children  at  Baldwinville. 

The  remainder,  $141,526.75,  has  been  paid  for  an  average 
of  682  children  boarded  in  families  and  an  average  of  271 
children  in  free  homes.  Taking  together  all  children  placed 
in  families  (958)  we  find  the  average  per  capita  cost  for  the 
year  to  be  $150.01,  or  $2.88  per  week. 

The  total  net  cost  of  caring  for  the  delinquent  children 
was  $82,088.61,  of  which  $80,480.53  was  used  for  the  Suf¬ 
folk  School  for  Boys,  including  an  estimated  share  of  the 
office  expenses,  $500.  Deducting  $19,200  as  a  portion  of  the 
amount  spent  for  permanent  improvements  and  furnishings, 
the  average  per  capita  cost  for  each  boy  actually  in  the 
Institution  (1  54)was  $390.32  for  the  year,  or  $7.51  per  week. 
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The  remainder,  $1,553.08  represents  the  amount  expended 
on  the  visitations  of  boys  on  probation  in  their  own  homes 
and  homes  in  the  country  and  the  clothing  furnished  by  the 
Placing-Out  and  Office  Division  to  some  of  these  boys  when 
going  to  country  homes.  Taking  together  all  delinquents, 
both  in  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  and  on  probation  (an 
average  of  453)  the  average  per  capita  cost  for  the  year  was 
$181.08  or  $3.48  per  week.  ' 

During  the  year  fourteen  children  attending  High  School 
were  assisted  from  the  Sawyer  Fund  Income  to  the  amount 
of  $191.68  the  money  being  expended  for  transportation  and 
clothing. 
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THE  SUFFOLK  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 

Report  oe  the  Trustees. 

The  aim  of  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  at  Rainsford  Island 
is  to  reclaim  the  Juvenile  offenders  committed  to  their  care 
by  striving  to  inculcate  in  them  the  principles  of  respect  for 
authority  and  obedience  to  the  law,  in  order  to  restore  them 
to  the  community  as  useful  citizens.  Patience  and  perse¬ 
verance  are  required  to  accomplish  this  purpose. 

In  this  school  there  is  an  opportunity  for  both  academic 
and  industrial  training  for  these  youths.  Our  school  follows 
the  lines  established  by  the  Boston  Public  Schools  in  our 
academic  work,  so  that  when  a  boy  is  released,  and  returns  to 
school,  he  may  be  admitted  to  the  same  grade  that  he  would 
have  entered  had  there  been  no  interruption. 

In  our  Industrial  school  we  have  classes  in  "printing 
carpentering,  painting,  shoe-making,  laundering,  tailoring 
and  farming. 

The  class  in  printing  does  all  the  work  of  the  Suffolk 
School,  also  that  required  by  the  Placing-Out  Division, 
including  this  annual  report.  In  the  class  in  carpentering, 
the  boys  acquire  a  practical  knowledge  of  this  branch,  from 
the  repairing  and  the  work  that  is  done  upon  the  buildings. 
Painting  is  also  included  in  their  instruction.  The  shoe¬ 
making  class  makes  shoes  for  the  boys  of  the  school  and  a 
large  part  of  those  used  by  the  children  boarding  in  country 
homes  in  the  Placing-Out  Division,  for  Long  Island  Insti¬ 
tution,  Thompson’s  and  Deer  Islands.  The  machinery  used 
is  the  lastest  models  of  the  United  Shoe  Machinery.  Excel¬ 
lent  work  is  accomplished.  The  classes  in  Laundering  and 
Tailoring  do  good  work.  The  class  in  farming  is  both  educa¬ 
tional  and  necessary.  The  tables  of  statistics  in  this  report 
show  the  good  results  that  have  been  achieved  as  well  as  the 
educational  value  of  these  industries.  Attention  is  also 
called  to  the  Superintendent’s  report  relative  to  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  these  classes. 
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The  Trustees  take  this  opportunity  to  express  their 
gratitude  to  the  Boston  Public  Library  for  their  generous 
.  deposit  of  books  which  can  be  renewed  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Superintendent. 

.The  religious  instruction  of  the  pupils  receives  careful 
attention,-the  Rev.  William  Quigley,  S.  J.  attends  the 
Catholic  boys,  assisted  by  Sunday  School  teachers, -the  Rev. 
George  E.  Stokes,  D.  D.  has  charge  of  the  Protestant  boys 
and  Mr.  N.  I.  Goodman  has  resumed  instruction  of  the 
Hebrew  boys.

The  year  has  been  a  most  trying  one  for  both 
boys  and  employees.  Our  numbers  up  to  November 
steadily  increased  until  17*9  was  reached.  On  February  13, 
1919  a  lire  of  incendiary  origin  destroyed  a  large  wooden 
annex  which  contained  the  lavatories,  shower  baths,  toilets, 
recreation  hall,  tailor  shop  and  eight  sleeping  rooms.  This 
loss  of  room,  together  with  the  number  of  boys  beyond  our 
normal  capacity  has  been  a  handicap  to  good  work.  An 
appropriation  of  $150,000  was  made  to  erect  a  suitable  build¬ 
ing  to  replace  the  one  destroyed.  This  would  have  relieved 

the  terrible  sanitary  conditions  or  lack  of  sanitary  condi¬ 
tions.  But  due  to  the  yearly  agitation  of  abolition  which 
now  exists,  nothing  has  been  done. 

We  are  living  without  a  recreation  hall,  without 
baths,  except  those  taken  from  a  long  sink  salvaged  from  the 
ruins,  and  with  toilets,  also  salvaged,  temporarily  placed  in 
one  of  the  school  rooms.  The  employees  are  sleeping  under 
abnormal  conditions,  two  occupying  the  same  room  and  in 
some  cases  the  same  bed.  The  tailor  shop  has  been  moved 
into  the  laundry, which  is  none  too  large  for  laundry  purposes. 
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The  boys’  lockers  are  boxes  along  the  wall  of  the  room 
.where  food  is  served;  this  room  is  also  used  for  their  dressing 
room  and  bathing. 

Besides  the  loss  of  the  building,  a  great  amount  of  clothing, 
cloth,  food  supplies,  etc.  was  lost  which  was  replaced  from 
this  year’s  appropriation.  This  necessarily  increased  our  per 
capita.  The  coal  bought  to  replace  that  lost  in  the  December, 
1918  fire  was  paid  for  out  of  this  year’s  appropriation  also. 

The  installation  of  anew  high  pressure  boiler,  the  renewal 
of  old  steampipes  and  substituting  of  coils  in  place  of  old 
radiators  in  dormitories,  the  reinforcing  of  piazza  and  columns 
at  Point  Cottage,  the  painting  of  Point  Cottage  (outside), 
the  rebuilding  wharf  under  coal  shed  and  driving  piles  as 
needed,  the  installation  of  new  low  pressure  boiler  at  Point 
Cottage  were  all  more  or  less  permanent  improvements  paid 
for  out  of  our  maintenance  appropriation. 


SCHOOL 

V- 

The  grade  work  still  maintains  its  high  efficienc}T,  despite 
the  changes  in  our  teaching  staff.  It  is  a  source  of  satis¬ 
faction  that  the  Boston  Public  School  supervisors  find  our 
teachers  so  efficient  in  this  special  work  that  they  hire  them 
from  us.  This  will  be  a  source  of  regret  when  we  cannot 
find  as  capable  teachers. 

Our  equipment  is  good  and  the  Boston  Public  Library 
furnish  us  ample  reading  material  for  our  circulating  library. 


RELIGION 


Religious  services  and  instruction  for  the  boys  of  all  faiths 
have  been  held  weakly.  Rev.  William  Quigley,  S.  J.,  is 
now  attending  the  Catholic  boys.  Rev.  George  E.  Stokes, 
D,  D.  has  charge  of  the  Protestant  boys.  Mr.  N.  I.  Good¬ 
man,  after  service  with  the  A.  E.  F~,  returned  to  his  work  with 
the  Hebrew  boys.  The  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  from 
the  city  are  as  enthusiastic  and  efficient  as  usual  and  I  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  them  for  their  self-sacrificing  service 
as  Sunday  School  teachers. 
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The  health  of  the  boys  has  been  excellent,  despite  the 
crowded  and  unsanitaiy  conditions. 

The  dental  work  has  been  attended  to  by  Dr.  Edward  B. 
Wood. 

The  report  of  the  Resident  Physician  is  appended. 

INDUSTRY 

The  boys  in  the  shoe-making  classes,  although  working  in 
cramped  quarters,  have  learned  much  and  have  saved  the 
city  an  appreciable  amount.  We  have  been  able  to  furnish 
the  city  departments  with  excellent,  serviceable  shoes  for  less 
than  #4.00  per  pair. 

The  classes  in  printing  continue  their  high  grade  work 
and  publish  a  monthly  magazine. 

The  classes  in  farming  have  supplied  us  with  vegetables, 
pork,  veal,  milk  and  eggs  in  abundance. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  Immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  erect  the 

building,  according  to  the  plans  and  specifi¬ 
cations  already  drawn,  and  for  which  the 
money  has  been  appropriated. 

2.  Or  the  immediate  acceptance  of  Chapter  859  of 

the  Acts  of  1901,  by  the  City  Council  and 

the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  by  the 
Trustees. 

CONCLUSION 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees  for 
their  interest,  confidence  and  support  in  this  great  work. 

I  he  employees  have  my  thanks  for  their  excellent  co-oper¬ 
ation  during  this  past  year  under  the  most  trying  conditions. 
1  he  good  work  that  has  been  done  is  largely  due  to  their  zeal 
and  self-sacrifice.

Dear  Sir:- 

In  handing  you  the  report  of  the  Medical  Department  for 
the  year  ending  January  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  twenty,  I  wish  to  state  that  the  health  of  the  boys 
has  been  about  the  same  as  that  of  the  year  preceding. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  of  the  greater  number  of  boys  and 
(owing  to  the  fire  of  Feb.,  1919)  that  the  sanitary  conditions 
are  not  up  to  the  standard. 

The  location  seems  to  be  ideal  for  an  institution  of  this 
kind.  The  fact  of  its  isolation  and  the  absence  of  con¬ 
taminating  disease  germs  are  the  principal  factors  making  the 
healthful  condition. 

There  were  a  total  of  Four  thousand,  two  hundred  forty- 
five  treatments  given  during  the  year,  an  average  of  three  hun¬ 
dred  fifty  four  per  month. 

The  number  of  accidents  during  the  year  was  Two  hundred- 
sixty-one. 

We  cared  for  thirty-one  cases  in  our  hospital  and  twenty- 
five  were  sent  to  Long  Island  Hospital  for  operation. 

During  the  year  we  have  experienced  no  serious  epidemic,  • 
no  severe  accidents,  and  no  deaths.

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THE  PLACING-OUT  AND  OFFICE  DIVISION 
REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

A  very  important  and  responsible  duty  devolves  upon  the 
Placing-Out  Division  in  caring  for  the  children  of  the  City 
of  Boston  entrusted  to  them.  The  importance  of  the  work 
is  obvious  when  it  is  realized  that  the  future  welfare  of  the  city 
state  or  nation  rests  upon  the  children,— that  they  are  the 
highest  assets  of  the  country  was  demonstrated  during  the 
great  world  war,  in  which  the  children  of  a  few  years  ago 
played  so  vital  a  part. 

Thought  and  deliberation  are  requisite  in  this  work,  of 
securing  suitable  homes  for  these  children,  to  take  the  place 
of  those  of  which  they  may  have  been  deprived  by  the  death 
of  their  parents  or  other  reasons. 

It  has  long  been  the  stript  rule  of  the  Trustees,  and  it  is 
now  a  state  law  to  place  every  child  in  a  home  of  the  same 
religion  as  that  of  its  parents.  This  policy  is  most  conscien¬ 
tiously  adhered  to  by  the  General  Agent.  Every  child  is 
visited  at  least  once  in  three  months  by  our  regular  visitors 
trained  for  this  service.  Conscientious  endeavor  and  con¬ 
stant  vigilance  are  required  in  this  work. 

A  detailed  account  of  what  has  been  accomplished  is  con¬ 
tained  in  the  report  of  the  General  Agent  and  in  the  tables  of 
statistics.  It  is  gratifying  in  many  instances  that  the  children 
continue  with  their  visits  and  seek  advice  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  long  after  they  have  been  released.  Personal  service 
counts  with  them  as  your  Trustees  realize  when  visiting 
them  at  their  homes  and  in  school,  for  these  little  children 
quickly  respond  to  kindness  and  sympathy. 

Attention  is  called  to  those  children  attending  high  school, 
and  there  are  some  taking  special  courses  in  an  agricultural 
school  in  the  western  part  of  the  State.  We  mention  with 
pride  that  many  of  our  children  hold  responsible  positions 
as  teachers,  stenographers,  clerks  and  that  others  have  so 
endeared  themselves  to  their  foster  parents  that  they  are 
adopted,  and  others  again  are  given  permanent  homes.  The 
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children  and  these  foster  parents  “mother”,  and  the  mothers 
in  turn  become  greatly  attached  to  them,  so  much  so,  that 
even  with  the  continually  advancing  prices  for  the  necessities 
of  life,  they  will  not  relinquish  them,  but  cling  to  them  under 
difficulties.  It  would  seem  reasonable  however,  that  our 
prices  for  board  must  be  slightly  advanced  to  meet  this  strin¬ 
gency.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  report  the  good  health  of  our 
children,  generally  speaking  during  the  past  year. 

The  Trustees  take  this  opportunity  to  tender  their  apprecia¬ 
tion  to  all  those  who  have  aided  in  carrying  on  the  work  of 
this  Department.

To  the  Trustees  for  Children: 

The  General  Agent  of  the  Placing-Out  and  Office 
Division  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year. 

The  Minor  Wards  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  placed  out 
in  private  homes  by  this  Division,  which  provides  for  their 
care,  custody  and  control  under  three  heads: 

Dependent  Children:  Unable  to  be  cared  for  by  parents  or 

relatives  on  account  of  illness  or  mis¬ 
fortune. 


Neglected  Children:  Committed  by  the  courts  on  account  of 

neglect  or  uncertain  habits  of  guardians 
or  parents. 


Juvenile  Delinquents:  Boys  between  8  and  17  years  of  age 

probated  from  the  Suffolk  School  for 
balance  of  their  minority  or  any  less 
term. 


On  January  31st,  1920,  the  end  of  our  year,  there  were 
1361  children  in  custodv  of  this  division,  classed  as  follows:

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There  were  383  applications  for  dependent  children,  of 
this  number,  (20  of  which  were  brought  over  from  the  pre¬ 
vious  year),  210  or  55.26  per  cent,  were  accepted,  22  were 
withdrawn,  9  were  refused  and  49  are  awaiting  further 
action,  or  require  additional  investigation.  The  number 
committed  by  the  various  courts  as  neglected  children  was  29. 

Applications  for  care  of  children  as  dependents  are  made 
by  parents  or  nearest  relative  in  order  that  we  may  obtain  as 
much  as  possible  of  the  family  history.  Legal  settlement  is 
then  declared  and  acceptance  of  the  children  is  quickly 
effected.  Upon  arrival  at  the  office,  each  child  is  freshly 
cleansed  and  clothed  and  an  examination  made  by  the  office 
physician.  Home  lists  are  consulted,  a  suitable  one  is 
designated  and  a  visitor  places  out  the  new  ward  in  a  future 
foster  home.  Should  hospital  treatment  be  recommended,  or 
a  special  home  suggested,  a  home  is  selected  where  special 
cases  have  been  successfully  treated.  Placements  are  made 
with  families  of  the  same  religion  as  that  of  the  parents  of  the 
new  wards.  A  good  outfit  of  clothing  is  issued  to  each  child. 
Inspection  of  homes  and  children  is  made  every  three  months 
and  suggestions  and  advice  are  given  by  a  trained  visitor,  in 
order  to  secure  health  and  happiness  for  the  little  ones. 
Instructions  are  given  to  immediately  communicate  with  the 
General  Agent  in  case  of  accident  or  serious  illness.  Cor¬ 
respondence  between  children  and  parents  through  the  office 
is  encouraged 

Juvenile  Delinquents  on  parole  from  the  Board  of  Trustees 
are  returned  to  their  parents  or  placed  in  country  homes,  and 
work  is  secured  for  them.  Every  effort  is  made  and  all 
possible  encouragement  is  given  to  have  them  realize  the 
responsibilities  of  their  future  life.  Visits  are  made  every 
three  months  by  an  agent  of  the  department. 

Dental  treatment  has  been  furnished  to  many  of  our 
children  and  recommendations  of  school  doctors  have  received 
prompt  attention. 

Owing  to  the  deaths  of  mothers  during  the  influenza 
epidetnic  of  last  year,  a  number  of  homes  were  broken  up  and 
the  children  had  to  be  cared  for  by  this  Department.  The 
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fathers  now  are  gradually  re-establishing  themselves  and  the 
children  are  being  restored  to  them. 

The  outlook  for  returning  a  number  of  children  during 
the  coming  year  is  good,  as  home  conditions  and  attachments 
have  perceptibly  improved  owing  to  the  enactment  of  the 
dry  law. 

Four  girls  and  one  boy  having  reached  the  marriageable 
age  have  married  and  are  enjoying  good  homes  of  their  own. 

Four  girls  and  five  boys  were  adopted  by  excellent 
families,  with  whom  they  had  been  placed.  The  boys  and 
girls  attending  High  Schools  are  progressing  rapidly.  A  num¬ 
ber  of  the  former  wards  who  had  enlisted  in  the  service  of 
the  country  for  the  World  War,  have  called  at  different  times 
to  renew  old  aquaintances. 

In  some  cases  the  boarding  home’  expenses  have  been 
continued  for  the  encouragement  of  the  older  wards  who 
showed  any  preferment  for  advanced  education  •  and  every 
effort  and  reasonable  concession  has  been  made  to  secure  for 
them  the  advantages  of  a  high  school  training. 

There  were  19  girls  and  25  boys  over  14  years  of  age  ' 
continued  in  their  boarding  homes  while  attending  school,  a 

decrease  from  the  preceding  year  of  6  girls  and  5  boys.  Of 
the  young  people  attending  high  school  27  or  73  per  cent, 
were  girls  and  10  or  27  per  cent,  were  boys.  This  falling  off 
is  accounted  for  by  the  attractive  opportunities  now  open  to 
members  of  the  wage-earning  class. 

The  children’s  health  has  been  good,  only  a  few  serious 
illnesses  have  been  reported.  In  compliance  with  sug¬ 
gestions  from  local  physicians  and  school  authorities,  a 
number  of  minor  operations  for  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids 
have  been  performed.  There  have  been  eleven  deaths 
against  thirty  of  the  preceding  year,  4  were  caused  by  pneu¬ 
monia,  1  by  cholera  infantum,  1  by  convulsions,  1  by  endo¬ 
carditis,  1  by  hydrocephalus,  1  by  malnutrition,  1  by  syphilis, 
and  1  by  accident. 
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An  accident  occured  to  one  of  our  little  girls  who  upon 
leaving  school  raced  across  the  street  in  front  of  a  street 
electric  car.  The  Law  Department  investigated  the  occurence 
and  found  that  no  blame  could  be  attached  to  the  railroad 
company. 

Good  homes  for  babies  under  2  years  of  age  are  still 
hard  to  find,  and  extra  inducements  have  to  be  offered  to  gain 
new  ones.  The  continued  high  prices  of  special  foods  and 
fruits  necessary  for  the  proper  nourishment  of  infants  is  the 
one  great  obstacle  to  overcome.  Only  by  increasing  the 
allowance  can  the  difficulty  be  solved.  The  high  prices  of 
children’s  clothing  are  still  maintained  and  free  homes  are 
not  so  abundant  as  formerly. 

The  Boston  City, Hospital,  Massachusetts  General,  Long 
Island,  Floating  and  Children’s  Hospitals,  and  the 
Massachusetts  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  always  extend  a 
helping  hand,'  and  the  thanks  of  the  Department  are  due  them. 

To  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  Boston  and  adjacent 
towms  and  cities,  The  Catholic  Charitable  Bureau,  the 
Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children,  the, Children’s  Jewish  Welfare  Bureau,  the  division 
is  indebted  in  many  ways.  To  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
the  office  staff,  I  tender  my  sincere  thanks.
